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The  Purpose  of  this  Publication: 

The  Attorney  General  of  Florida,  as  legal  advisor  to  state,  county,  municipal 
and  district  officials  has,  through  legal  opinions  issued  over  a  period  of  many  years, 
established  a  field  of  administrative  legal  precedents  generally  followed  by  public 
officers.    These  opinions,  based  on  court  decisions,  constitutional  and  statutory  law, 
are  accepted  by  State  administrative  departments,  state  auditors  and  public  officials 
as  legal  authority,  short  of  a  court  decision,  for  carrying  out  administrative  duties, 

The  interpreting  of  legislative  intent,  the  clarification  of  conflict  in  laws,  and 
the  practical  application  of  the  law  to  changing  conditions  and  problems  are  con- 
stant challenges  which  require  frequent  reference  to  prior  opinions. 

The  Statutory  Revision  Department  has  for  the  past  four  years  been  preparing 
a  consolidated,  alphabetical  index  and  citator  to  reported  opinions  of  the  Attorneys 
General  of  Florida  from  1895-1960.   This  publication  represents  the  completed 
product  of  this  effort. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  compilation  of  this  information  will  be  a  valuable 
reference  to  provide  more  continuity  in  administrative  law,  and  to  assist  public 
officials  in  finding  a  source  of  authority  for  carrying  out  their  many  and  varied 
public  responsibilities.
